The  report  of  the  Radio  ReMsreh  Board  of 

tbA  Department    'f  H(  n  nunc  and  Industrial  Ro- 

sourch  just  issued  m  BrlUin,  deals  largely  wiUx 
the  piupugation  of  radio  wavet.  One  thtaf  lluit 
Intereeti  all  radio  users  i->  liu  tailuiK  '  f  .slKnaLs. 
The  report  point*  out  Uial  teu  jrears  ago  the 
theory  waa  put  forward  by  ProfWor  1.  V.  Ap- 
plitnn  that  the  earth's  tn.iKHftic  fifki  innucnccs 
lltrtlMI  propa oration.  He  pointed  out  that  elec- 
trana  to,  the  mn"  r  atmosphere  exeeated  a  gyric 
motion  which  ts  impressed  on  the  reflect^'d  waves 
and  cauMS  them  to  reach  the  earth  again  twist- 
ing with  a  charaeteriatic  spin.  Tlila  theory  now 
appears  capable  of  explaining  a  railaty  ef  piM- 
nomena  of  practical  importance. 

Research  has  shown  that  errors  in  wireless 
direction  Andlng  can  be  traced  to  the  Influence 
of  circularly  polarized  down-coming  waves. 
Double  signals  can  often  be  observed  when  the 
right-handed  and  left-handed  waves  are  sep- 
arately received  In  time,  "while  an  important 
cause  of  the  fading  of  long-distance  short- 
ware  iignals  has  been  traced  to  the  Inter-action 
in  the  receiver  of  the  two  components  of  oppo- 
site rotation."  Another  subject  of  investigation 
haa  baca  to  determine  whether  the  ultra-violet 
light  of  the  sun  is  chiefly  responsible  for  the 
production  of  the  Inosphere  or  whether  the  in- 
flux pf  charged  pyrticlea  into  the  earth's  atmos- 
phere from  the  mn  or  wrtcr  ppMo  i«  *  prtanary 
cause. 

General  conclusions  reached  are  that  ultra 
vinlet  light  from  the  sun  account  for  the  normal 
ionization  of  the  two  main  regions  of  the  Inos- 
phere and  for  dally  and  seasonal  variations  of  Its 
intensity.  There  appears  also  to  be  strong  evi- 
dence that  ''abnormal"  variations  in  the  ioniza- 
tion of  the  lower  region,  which  occur  mainly  at 
night  and  during  times  of  auroral  and  magnetic 
aetivlty,  are  best  accounted  for  by  the  hypoth- 
esis that  charged  particles  enter  the  earth's  at- 
mosphere from  outside  and  are  swept  towards  the 
poles  by  the  action  of  the  earth's  magnetic  field. 
The  value  of  all  this  research  work  in  its  ulti- 
mate bearing  on  radio  reception  should  be  of 
practical  use.  The  probability  is  that  the 
setence  la  aa  ytt  la  a  wf  aarly  akaft  of  derdop- 


profit  motive  in  caving,  upon  the  creation  of 
capital,  and  upon  Interest,  the  reward  of  saving? 

Professor  Dewey  apparently  svapeeti  that  a 
radical  change  in  human  nature  will  be  neces- 
sary in  order  to  do  away  with  saving,  Interest, 
and  proflta.  Aeeordliifly  he  leeka  to  tha  aehool 
for  help.  The  young  are  to  be  thoroughly 
grounded  in  science  and  the  scientific  method  as 
the  ehlef  busteeaa  of  «k«dy  tad  learning  Upon 

this  point  it  Ls  only  necessary  to  say  tlVat  Pro- 
fessor Dewey's  boolu  embodying  these  Ideas  have 
been  In  tha  baildB^of  taaeherg  amywtoeie  for  a 

Rcncration,  and  as  there  is  as  yet  no  sign  that 
iliey  have  effected  any  radical  change  In  human 
natnra,  at  laaii  aaoCher  eanaratloa at  pass 

before  we  siiall  be  ready  for  a  planned  economy 
in  which  capitalism,  proht,  interest  and  saving 
are  to  have  no  plaea. 

IL  Is  rlfur  that  the  advance  of  s<"lence  in  the 
last  forty  years  has  made  a  deep  impression  upon 
Professor  Dewey's  mind.  He  says  that  the  prog- 
ress made  In  that  brief  period  makes  the  great 
advance  between  1780  and  183U  seem  slow  and 
■nfemwd*  and  that  was  a  half  century  in  which 

there  were  more  changes  than  In  any  previous 
thousand  years.  Science,  "  lie  says,  "lias  cslab- 
llahed  Itaelf  .  .  .  we  have  a  powerful  and  per- 
fected histrument  in  our  hand.s  "  He  dcx^s  not, 
however,  expiam  liow  Ihl.s  insLrumeul,  powerful 
aa  Ik  1%  eaa  poeilbly  control,  or  even  foresee, 
weather  conditions  n.-  the  activities  of  destruc- 
tive insect  and  utiui  pt'sts,  or  international  con- 
flleta,  or  even  domestic  disputes,  striict's,  iock- 

ouf  .s  and  I  tie  like  miK'iit  be  brought  under  con- 
trol ui  a  j>iave  economy.  The  same  miglit  serve 
for  changes  of  fashion  In  dress,  scales  of  prices 
for  commodities  and  services,  and  conflicts  be- 
tween rural  and  urban  interests.  The  price,  how- 
tver,  which  the  individual  Is  asked  to  pay  for  the 
doubtful  blessings  of  a  planned  economy,  which 
In  the  nature  of  things  cazmot  be  other  than  a 
slaft  aooBooqr,  la  alk»Hinr  too  high.

From  the  standpoint  of  boxing  prowess  there 
was  probably  never  a  more  unworthy  world 
champion  than  Max  Baar.  All  axpatta  are 
agreed  that,  despite  losing  the  fight,  Camera 
gave  his  opponent  In  the  recent  championship 
battle  a  boxing  kam.  Bla  aoporlertty  In  this 
rrsper^  was  outstandlnt?  Even_  ^0  Ordinary 
fight  observer  could  tell  from  tha  moi^Dif  picture 
of  the  straggle  that  Camera  won  aU  hot  tha  first 
and  tenth  rounds.  Camera  was  tKe  victim  of 
periodic  swings,  the  result  of  spasms  of  tigerish 
tatanslty  by  tha  vietor.  and  theia  ware  of  rare 
occurrence. 

A  man  of  greater  imagination  than  Camera, 
and  equipped  as  the  Italian  la  aa  a  boxer,  eoold 

not  have  Inst  the  fiRht.  Carnrra.  too,  appeared 
to  have  a  temperamental  incapacity  to  follow  up 
an  advantage.  He  haa  the  eoosctetlon  of  know- 
ing that  he  was  an  Infinitely  .superior  boxer  to 
his  opponent,  and  that  does  not  mean  that  he  is 
particularly  good  aa  eoraparad  with  aonw  others 
of  past  generations.  The  point  is  that  there  is 
an  accidental  champion  for  the  time  being,  one 
who  is  very  unlikely  to  laat  unlaw  he  teams  how 
to  box  and  fight  instead  of  merely  relying  on 
fierce  spasmodic  blows  delivered  at  long  In- 
tervals. •  • 


DRIAM  or  A  PLAIfNBD  EOONOMT 


The  favorite  postulate  of  those  theorists  who 
re  so  busy  with  plaiu  for  reforming  th9  world 
't  the  pre.senl  moment  may  be  stated  briefly  as 
follows:  i«t  It  be  granted  that  a  brain  trust 
endowed  with  forsilglit  aad  pnidanea  In  a  high 
degree  can  regivlate  production  and  control 
prlcas  80  as  to  achieve  a  lasting  prosperity.  This, 
to  be  sure.  Involves  a  considerable  demand  upon 
human  credulity.  Nevertheless,  the  phrase,  "a 
planned  economy "  is  extensively  and  confidently 
uaed  by  radleal  agitators  who  do  not  take  the 
trouble  to  analyze  it  and  set  forth  clearly  all  that 
It  Implies;  perhaps  because  oratory  Is  so  much 
easier  than  serious  thought. 

One  of  the  outstanding,  perhaps  the  most 
distinguished  of  American  philosophers  has 
lately  essayed  to  explain  the  need  and  mrtore  of 
a  planned  economy,  and  when  a  man  of  the 
eminence  of  John  Dewey  undertakes  to  ex- 
pound a  theory,  the  publle  are  Justlfled  In 
expecting  that  hLs  exposition  will  present  the 
same  with  clarity  at  least.  They  are  entitled  to 
hope  that  tha  theory  ot  a  planned  eeonoray, 
under  Profe.s.sor  Dewey's  skilful  hand,  will  be  set 
forth,  without  heat  or  passion,  with  the  most 
cogent  reasons  ttiat  can  \>e  marshalled  la  Ita 
favor. 

Professor  Dewey  Is  out  for  a  great  aodal 
revolution  which  la  to  be,  afwre  all.  selenttflc. 

There  is  to  be  nothing  haphazard  about  it.  as 
there  Is  about  our  present  system,  which  In  his 
opinion  allows  too  much  free  play  to  Indhrklual- 
Istic  and  adventurous  initiative.  The  now  .social 
revolution  is  to  Introduce  us  hito  a  safe,  sane, 
and  scientifically  planned  economy.  Life,  as  far 
as  the  individual  is  concerned,  Is  no  longer  to  be 
an  affair  of  personal  ambition,  of  anxious  care, 
of  striking  out  for  one's  self,  of  rlidcs  and  the 
sporting  chance,  of  playing  the  game  in  one  s 
own  way,  of  accomplishing  some  cherished  de- 
sign. The  planners  of  the  new  economy  will 
relieve  the  individual  of  all  necessity  for  anxious 
thought  or  dangerous  haiard.  They  will  assume 
full  control  and  shoulder  all  burdens. 

What  process  of  reasoning  or  effort  of  Im- 
Aglnatlon— led  Professor  Dewey  to  his  decision? 
.  Imagination  and  reasoning  have  both  been  at 
work,  or  perhaps  it  would  be  kinder  to  say  at 
play.  "Capitalism."  he  declares  In  a  severely 
Judicial  mood,  "is  on  trial."  Tills  sentence  has 

an  Impressive  ring,  but  what  docs  it  mean'*  Does 
It  mean  simply  that  capitalism  as  a  working 
system  Is  on  trial  in  the  sense  that  Oommwnism. 

Fascism,  prohibition,  polygamy,  monogamy,  the 
League  of  Nations  and  the  doctrine  of  evolution 
are  on  trial?  Hardly  that,  beeause  the  actual 

working'  nf  every  human  institution  nr  thcnrv  is 
on  trial  in  this  sense,  and  capitalism  has  been 
on  this  kind  of  trial  for  a  rtry  long  time.  Doea 
It  mean  that  capitalism  as  an  economic  theory 
is  on  trial  In  the  sense  that  a  court  Is  now  slt- 
tlat  to  try  capitalism,  as  a  peraon  charged  with 
crtaae  la  tried?  if  so.  the  questions  of  chief  im- 
portanea  bear  upon  the  composition  and  Juris- 
dletkrn  of  the  eomt,  NO  doubt  there  are  many 

revolutionaries  today  who  would  bO  lOady  to 
nominate  the  entire  personnel  of  soch  a  court. 
Judge,  Jury,  sonwasl  and  ailusaisa,  aad  fttnlsii 
the  Judge  with  unlimited  power.

He  was  educated  in 
a  Quaker  school  In  Philadelphia, 
and  casBS  Into  eontaot  with  the 
Friends'  School  for  Olrls  In  York, 
which  had  been  eslabllslied  fur 
years  and  stlU  coutiuues.  The 
teachers  were  much  haildle^pped 
in  their  teaohlng  eC  graaunar.  as 
there  was  no  textbook  avaUahle. 

(Apparently     Krunun.u     wa.s  then 
taiiKtit  m  Uif  {jublii  .■  (  hiMiKs  through 
I  Uii-  meduiin  of  tile  Lalln  KraflOmar.) 

Hearing  that  Lindley  Murray  was 
a  master  of  BngUSh.  they  persuaded 

hliii  to  u'l  ,  (■  th.i-ru  liTture.s,  and  eve- 
ning aiLei  rw  iui.i.;  tluough  stormy 
Winter  weattid  bad  roads, 

they  walked  te  iiis  iwuss,  and  la 
the  end  he  published  the  Oranmari 
of  the  English  Ijanguage  in  1795. 

It  would  seem  that  a  grammarian 
has  not  much  infiurnoe  over  the 
general  public  ol  his  own  or  any 
age.  however,  and  mistakes  con- 
tinue generation  after  generation. 
Undley  Murray  laid  down  the  rules 
for  the  vsrb  to  be,  and  yet  most 
people,  when  asked  "Who  Is  there?" 
reply  "It's  me,"  and  say  "If  it  Is"; 
but  If  the  Authorized  Version  n^pde 
Christ  say  "It  s  me"  instead  of  "It 
Is  I.  bs  not  afraid."  we  should  think 
it  sounded  Irreverent.  The  sub- 
junctive should  follow  "if,"  and 
Christ  says,  "If  it  were  not  so,"  but 
no  one  lays.  "If  it  be  fine  to- 
morrow.* 

Anofhrr  rule  Ls  that  two  negatives 
make  an  aftlrmaUve,  but,  presum- 
ably for  greater  emphasis,  people 
constantly  do  use  two^  and  In  to- 
day's srtlcle  'it  Is  not  for  nothing ' 
could  more  properly  be  stated  in 
the  afIlrmali\T.  Lindley  Murray  says 
that  where  sex  is  not  stated  the 
masculine  takes  precedenes.  How 
often  do  we  hear.  "I  met  seme  one 

yesterdav  and  they  fold  me,"  Instead 
of  saying  "and  he  told  me."  This, 
I  think,  is  very  much  a  mistaken 
feminine  modesty,  ss  it  Is  not  an 
error  commonly  made  by  men. 

AJ)  for  tlie  .shoiildfi  and  woulds, 
the  matter  seems  hopeless,  but  if 
the  chlldrsn  could  be  constantly 
reminded  of  the  Irishman  who  fell 
into  the  LlfTey  and  cried.  "I  will 
be  drowufd  and  nobody  shall  help 
me,"  the  next  generation,  as  Barrie 
puts  It,  might  "keep  their  feet 
among  the  shalls  and  wills." 

The  EIngllsh  language  is  full  of 
pitfalls  and,  for  instance,  the  fact 
that  principle  Is  an  abstract  noun, 
and  principal  is  a  renerete  noun 

when  it  is  not  an  adjective.  Is 
hardly  ever  understood — but  why  is 
it  not? 

The  fotmdation  stone  ef  any 
language  is  grammar,  and  no  one 
can  rai.se  an  eriifirc  of  rorrert 
Imowledge  and  understanding  with- 
out this.  The  neecssary  original 
words  should  first  be  drilled  into 
the  pupil's  brain  and  the  new  words 
can  follow  affr.  Yet  w,o  srr  the 
same  old  errors  year  after  year,  and 
though  ws  do  net  eipeet  or  wish 
that  this  generation  should  address 
parents  in  the  stilted  language  of 
a  hundred  years  ago,  we  should  liko 
them  to  use  correct  and  simple
